4. NEW ECA TELEPHONE DIRECTORY DATED JANUARY 1978 
NOW AVAILABLE. COPIES HAVE BEEN POUCHED TO USUN AND 
DEPARTMENT. UNFORTUNATELY, DIRECTORY DOES NOT INDI 
CATE NATIONALITY OR GRADE OF EMPLOYEE. 

5. ON SURFACE, DIRECT SOVIET INFLUENCE WITHIN ECA 
WOULD SEEM LIMITED. WHILE ELISSEJEV'S POSITION AS HEAD 
OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE AND CONFERENCE DIVISION WOULD 
SEEM TO GIVE SOME SCOPE TO INDIRECT INFLUENCE, DIS- 
CUSSIONS WITH ECA PERSONNEL INDICATE THAT EX-SEC 
ADEDEJI HAS THE SAJOR SAY IN DETERMINING WHO FILLS 
THE HIGHER POSITIONS WITHIN ECA. AND THAT DIVISION 
CHIEFS GENERALLY DETERMINE WHO WILL BE ON THEIR 
STAFFS. IN THIS CASE, ELISSEJEV HAS LITTLE 
OPPORTUNITY TO PUT SURROGATES INTO POSITIONS OF

9. COMMENT: IT SEEMS CLEAR THAT THERE IS A 

GENERAL FEELING OF GROWING COMMUNIST INFLUENCE IN INTER- 
NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS TODAY. LESS CLEAR IS WHETHER 
THIS TREND IS INDIRECTLY ENCOURAGED BY A US POLICY 
WHICH HAS ATTEMPTED TO ALLOW THE THIRD WORLD A 
GREATER SAY IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS. IT APPEARS THIS 
SPEAKING ROLE HAS BEEN PREEMPTED BY RADICAL GROUPS 
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WHICH MAKE COMMON CAUSE WITH THE SOVIETS TO ESPOUSE 
ANTI-WESTERN THEMES. IN ITSELF BAD ENOUGH, THE SUCCESS 
OF THESE RADICAL GROUPS IN THUMBING THEIR NOSES AT THE 
WEST WITH IMPUNITY, APPARENTLY IS PERSUADING MODERATES ALSO 
TO FALL IN LINE WITH SOCIALIST POLICIES. AN UNFORTUNATE 
OUTCOME OF THIS IS THE POOR IN THE LDCS BECOME EVEN 
POORER, WHILE THE INFLUENCE OF THE WEST CONTINUES TO 
WANE. PERHAPS FURTHER THOUGHT, INDEED EVEN AGRESSIVE 
ACTION, IS NOW CALLED FOR BY THE US, BEFORE THE 
EROSION OF OUR INFLUENCE DENIES US THAT OPTION.
